MOONEY HEARING IS A FARCE 


Phe comic opera hearing on the writ of habeas corpus 
for Tom Mooney in San Francisco has become a farce 
seldom equalled in the history of California jurisprudence. 

Now in its eighth month, the hearing before A. E. 


Shaw, special referee of the state supreme court, has | 


developed little indication that Mooney will be freed 
through any effort at fair play, nor has it revealed any 
confirmation of evidence tending to show Mooney’s guilt. 

But what the hearing has developed, is the fact that 
the taxpayers of California are being made the “suckers” 
and will have paid plenty to the grasping hands of politic al 
racketeers before the hearing is finished. 

Referee Shaw, whose qualifications as referee at the, 
hearing do not include much of a knowledge of law, is 
being paid $50 a day, which possibly accounts for the 
protracted nature of the hearing.

Shaw isn't the only beneficiary of the farcical Mooney 
hearing, which after all is nothing more than a bit of legal 
buck-passing by the supreme court. It develops that 
Charles M. Fickert, who once dined at the public trough 
as district attorney and who prosecuted the Mooney and 
Billings cases, is receiving $10 a week asa state witness at 
the hearing. Mr. Fickert’s fortunes have changed greatly 
since those palmy days of 1916. 


Let’s go into court for a moment and take a look at) 


the awesome scene of American justice taking its majestic 
course: 


The courtroom is crowded. Batteries of attorneys for | 


the state and for Mooney sit before the judge’s bench, 
occupied by Mr. Shaw, an obscure character who sud- 


denly became a legal Iuminary, all the result of a “break” 


that comes once in a life time. 

Suddenly, in the stillness of the courtroom, there 
comes a sharp report like that of a pistol. ‘The steel spring 
on the swivel chair of the austere referee, Mr. Shaw, lets 
go with “bombshell” effect on the spectators and court 
attaches. 


The mishap occurred as Referee Shaw was tilting back | 


in his chair, listening to a bitter altercation between 
Mooney’s counsel and Mr. Fickert, who is in the witness 
chair. 

Shaw tilted too far back and the heavy spring slipped 


its catch. The chair collapsed and Shaw went sprawling | 


to the floor right on his dignity! 


Across the room shot the spring, crashing into a wall. 


Numerous police in the room spring forward, hands 
on holsters. Attorneys jumped to their feet. Referee 
Shaw, dazed, shouted: 

“Who fired that shot?” 

Loud guffaws echo through the building from the 
packed courtroom. 

This little insight into the day's routine at the famous 


Mooney hearing should provide an idea of the caliber of | 


men often placed in the seats of the mighty to rule and 
judge their less fortunate fellows. 
While Deputy Attorney General Cleary has failed so 


far to produce any evidence tending to prove Mooney s_ 
guilt, on the other hand, Mooney’s attorneys have pro- | 
duced an amazing mass of new evidence and affidavits to | 
confirm the oft repeated charges that Mooney was the | 


victim of a carefully plotted police frame-up. 

The startling fact has only just been brought to light 
after all these bitter years of Mooney’s imprisonment that 
Fickert, the former district attorney, it will be remem- 


bered, had accepted campaign funds from the United | 


Railways, Mooney’s bitterest enemy. Fickert reluctantly 
admitted this fact, so damaging to the state's case, when 
he realized that Mooney’s counsel had him cornered and it 
would avail him nothing to lie this time. 


This man now dares to appear as a prosecution wit- | 


ness, bought and paid for by the state, at $10 a week. 

In the light of such revelations, can there be any doubt 
of Mooney’s innocence, or that he was the victim of a 
dastardly plot at the hands of powerful forces and corrupt 
politicians doing the bidding of hidden influences? 

It would be interesting now to learn the influences at 


work to prevent the state supreme court freeing Mooney. | 
Mooney’s sole hope lies with the Supreme Court of | 


the United States. The sooner this farcical hearing termi- 
nates, the sooner the highest tribunal in the land will be 
given the chance to rectify this travesty of justice.
